WHAT IS THE RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN 
THE MONTHS OF THE YEAR 
AND THE SIGNS OF THE ZODIAC? 


KEN GILLMAN 


A SERIES OF QUESTIONS puzzled me for many years. They 
prompted me to pursue some rarely trodden paths in history 
and mythology in my attempt to locate and understand their 
answers. 


1. Why does Midsummer, the time of the year 
when, in the northern hemisphere, the Sun is at 
its highest and the day at its longest, occur 
when the Sun is in tropical Cancer, which is not 
its own sign but is the sign we are told is ruled 
by the Moon? 


2. Why has Gemini, the third sign of the twelve, 
been given the glyph II, the Roman numeral for 
two? Is this because Gemini is the sign of the 
Twins, and contains the two bright stars Castor 
and Pollux? 


3. Why does a malefic, Mars, rule the sign in 
which the tropical Vernal Equinox occurs? Why 
should masculine Mars lay the red Easter egg? 


4. Why does the jolly benefic, Jupiter, as 
planetary ruler of Pisces, rule the Lent period 
during which Catholics fast? 


5. Why is two-thirds of March, themonth whose 
name clearly relates to the planet Mars, filled 
with Pisces? 


6. Why is April, the month named for Aphrodite- 
Venus, mostly filled with Aries? 


7. Why is the month that was named forthe wife 
of the highest God, for Juno, wife of Jupiter, 
filled with Gemini? 
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8. Why is the month of the dying Sun, the time 
when its light isso weak and growing yet weaker 
eachday, the month of Sagittarius and its bene- 
fic ruler Jupiter, the high god? 


9. Why does the Bible repeatedly refer to the 
four fixed signs--to the Bull, the Lion, the 
Scorpion (or Eagle or Serpent), and the Man--but 
not to the four cardinal ones, or, for that 
matter, the four mutables? Why is there this 
emphasis on the fixed signs? 


10. Why were September, October, November and 
December so called? September is not the seventh 
month, nor October the eighth, November the 
ninth, or December the tenth? 


11. Why does the new year begin on lst January? 


My questions cannot be resolved by use of the side- 
real Zodiac instead of the tropical one. That only magni- 
fies the problems. 


Obviously Ihad to learn more about the naming of the 
twelve months of the year, and about the rulerships of the 
twelve signs of the Zodiac.

THE CALENDAR 


The Gregorian calendar we use Bowacaye is of fairly 
recent origin. It came into effect in 1582, although Great 
Britain and America did not adopt it until 1752. The 
Gregorian adjustment is basically just that: a correction 
of the Julian calendar, which itself commenced in 45 B.C. 


Prior to the calendar reformation of Julius Caesar, 
the Romans used two different calendars based on alterna- 
tive versions of the earlier Greek calendar. These were 
out of step, both with each other and the seasons. 


Originally the Roman year had started in the Spring 
with the new moon closest to the Vernal Equinox, the 
Calends of March. The initial month was 30 days long, and 
subsequent months alternated between 29 and 30 days. There 
was an additional leap day every 32 months, and one less 
leap day every 800 months. 
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The day on which the month's new moon fell was orig- 
inally called the Calends; later, as the calendar became 
out of step with the phases of the moon, Calends became 
the name for the first day of a month. Similarly, the 
Ides of a month at first coincided with the full moon; 
later this day became fixed as the 15th of March, May, 
July, or October, and the 13th day of the other months. 
Nevertheless, the lunarnature of the calendar remained 
alive in popular thinking. 


The Romans poy expected that any new calendar 
would begin with the Calends of March, at the Vernal Equi- 
nox, ashad their previous calendars. 


Julius Caesar summoned the Faget tee Sosigenes from 
Alexandria to Rome and gave him the task of correcting the 
calendar. 


Sosigenes' plan was that the initial month would con- 
tain 31 days, and that the following months would alter- 
natively contain 30 or 31 days, the last of the twelve 
being Februarius with 29 days, to be givenan extra day to 
make it 30 days long ina Leap Year. 


Historians inform us that the scheme agreed upon 
between Sosigenes and the Romans was as follows: 


lL. Martius 31 days 

2. Aprilis 30 

3. Maius 31 

4, Iunius 30 

5. Quintilis 31 [*1] 
6. Sextilis 30 [*2] 
7. Septerber 31 [*3] 
8. October 30 

9. Noverber 31 


12. Februarius 30 days if in a Leap Year, 
29 otherwise. 


(The above table answers the tenth question, why Sep- 
tember, October, November and December were so called. 
These months were simply numbered in their sequence.) 


[*1] In 44 B.C. the name of the fifth month, Quintilis, was 
changed to Julius, our July, to honour the name of Julius 
Caesar who had been assassinated a short time before. 
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Prior to the calendar conversion, the year 46 B.C. 
was allowed to be 445 days long, to make "January fall at 
the right season." [*4] The new Julian calendar then 
began on the day Julius Caesar took office forhis fourth 
consulship, at the new moon following, ten days after, the 
Lp ee on the day we now know as Ist January, 45 


Sosigenes'! new calendar therefore began eighty-one 
days earlier than the traditional one would have, had it 
been re-established. 


One can only assume that Sosigenes must have intend- 
ed, all along, that the year of the new calendar should 
commence with the Winter Solstice. If there was any con- 
servative opposition to the change, Sosigenes could count 
on the backing of Julius Caesar, who was the Pontifex and 
chief augur of Rome, as well asdictator. The choice ofa 
New Moon may have been made as a concession to the tradi- 
tionalists, for by this time the moment of the solstice 
was known to a high degree of precision [*6].

The latter change made the beginning of 
the year coincide once more withthe Sun's 11° Capricorn 
position, e.g. lstJanuary 1583 would have had the Sunat 
21° Capricorn by the out-of-date Julian calendar, the Gre- 
gorian adjustment returned it to where Sosigenes had orig- 
inally placed it. 
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The greatest time of celebration throughout the ages, 
in all countries, was always on the day when the length of 
daytime was first observed to increase once again, on 25th 
December in our current calendars. Prior to that day, ever 
since Midsummer, the length of daylight is observed to 
decrease until, at the Winter Solstice itself, for three 
days, the daylight reaches its minimum station and dark- 
ness appears poised to take over the world. Long before 
the time of Christ the day we know as Christmas was the 
peak day of Saturnalia, of Bacchanalia, of Mythraitic 
celebrations. In all northern lands the Solstice was the 
time of a five-day celebration--they used a year of twelve 
thirty-day months plus these extra celebratory days (the 
same geal of the year that the Chaldeans had used long 
before). 


The importance of this period in long ago neolithic 
times is clearly shown by the alignments of the ancient 
monuments at Stonehenge, Carnac and, as Martin Brennan has 
recently demonstrated [*7], at the older Newgrange in 
Ireland. 


Many years later the Church selected 25th December as 
the day on which to stress the story of the birth of the 
Christ child--a composite of events centred around the 
time of the Winter Solstice that reflect the glorying of 
people in the return of sunshine and warmth to a wintry 
world, and the joy of family life. 


In recent times the British astrologer Charles Carter 
found empirically that the chart for the Winter Solstice 
predominates over all other mundane ingress charts in its 
value for predicting events during the ensuing year. 


[*6] Starting the year with the Winter Solstice fitted in with 
the preferences of the legendary Numa Pompilius who, in the 
days of very early Rome, according to Plutarch, named both 
January and February, and made January the first month of 
the year. Later Romans adapted March as the starting month 
in honour of the soldiers' god, but in the 2nd century 
B.C., for political reasons, the first of January again 
became the initial day of the year. By this time, however, 
the calendar wasso corrupted that there was nolongeran 
obvious connection between January and Winter.

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So, for whatever reason, astrological connivance or 
olitical happenstance, the new Julian year began on lst 
anuary, ten days after the Winter Solstice; the fourth 

month of the initial year, April, began ten days after the 
Spring Equinox; the seventh month, July, began ten days 
after the Summer Solstice, and the tenthmonth, October, 
ten days after the Autumnal Equinox. 


Hence, to emphasize this point very firmly, January 
is the month that follows the initial Winter Solstice 
lunation; and April is related to the Spring Equinox; July 
to the Summer Solstice; and October to the Fall Equinox. 


I cannot speak for others, but I had myself always 
related December and June to the two solstices, March and 
September to the equinoxes.

SSOLSTICE 


In Figure 1, above, the Sun passes clockwise through both 
the months and the signs of the Zodiac. 
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TANUARIUS 


January is associated with the Winter Solstice. 
Ianuarius, we are informed by Plutarch [*8] is named after 
the two-faced god Janus. But there is a much older explan- 
ation which relates it to the Great Goddess herself. The 
early Romans knew her as Juno, long before she was de- 

raded to be just the wife of their supreme male god 
lupiter. 


Janua Coeli, the "Gate of Heaven", the title of the 
sanctuary screen in Christian churches, is derived from 
the yonic "gate" of Juno. As a personification of the 
Gate, Juno had two faces looking in both directions--the 
outward passage of the Gate at birth, the reverse passage 
at death. At her festival in January she was addressed as 
Antevorta and Postvorta, the Goddess Who Looks Forward and 
Backward, for January was the "gate" of the year, when the 
god of the Aeon died and was reborn from Mother Time. [*9] 


The Christian version of the Janua Coeli depicted 
heaven on one side, hell on the other. The "wrong" or 
"death" side of the Gate became known as Janua Diaboli, 
"the gate by which the Devil enters", inevitably this 
became a common synonym for "woman". [*10] 


As Roman religion became more patriarchal, Juno's 
gate-keeping persona became an androgynous Janua-Janus, 
who later became wholly masculinized as the two-faced 
Janus to whom all gateways are sacred. The Church made him 
Petra, Pater, or Peter, the keeper of the keys to the 
heavenly "Pearly Gate". There are in fact two ways of 
conceiving of a beginning: either it is a "birth" in which 
case it belongs in Juno's domain, or it is a "passage" 
from one state to another, and depends on Janus. 


The meaning of the month Ianuarius, described above, 
is so appropriate for the month of the Winter Solstice, 
with its ending and beginning connotations, that one is 
forced to question how the sum of 305 days originally

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"planned" by Sosigenes, between the Vernal Equinox at 
Martius to the start of Ianuarius, could ever really have 
been intended. These 305 days obviously take us from zero- 
Aries to the start of Aquarius, thirty degrees on from the 
Winter Solstice. (It was this simple addition of the days 
from Martius to Ianuaris that initially prompted my suspi- 
cions that something not immediately obvious could be 
behind this aparently trivial calendar reform.) 


During the monthof January the Sun passes from 10° 
of tropical Capricorn to 11" Aquarius. 


FEBRONIA 


The original Febronia was Juno Februata, patroness of 
the "fever" (febris) of love, and honoured by orgiastic 
rites in February. She was masculinized by the Church, 
replaced by a mythical martyr [*11], St. Valentine, who 
became a patron of lovers perforce, because the festival 
remained dedicated to lovers despite all official efforts 
to change it. During the Middle Ages, St. Valentine was 
much invoked in love charms and potions, since he was a 
sketchily Christianized version of such love-gods as Eros, 
Cupid, Kama, Priapus, or Pan. 


Februa was also the name of a Sabine festival of 
purification, [*12] held on the equivalent of 15th Febru- 


ary. 


In February the Sun moves approximately from 12° 
Aquarius to 9° Pisces. 


MARTIUS 


March is so obviously named after Mars that there 
should be no need to discuss the month any further. Yet, 
to my surprise, casual reading evoked far more than Ihad 
expected. 


This was the old Roman month of the New Year's Eve, 
with the Vernal Equinox would come the new year. It was a 
carnival of eating, drinking, and sinning, on the theory 
that all sins would be wiped out with the Equinox. As the

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dying god of March, Mars took his worshipers! sins with 
him into death. Therefore the carnival fellon Dies Mar- 
tis, the Day of Mars. In English this was Tuesday, be- 
cause Mars was identified with the Saxon god Tiw. In 
French the carnival day was Mardi Gras, "Fat Tuesday", the 
day of merrymaking before Ash Wednesday. 


With Ash Wednesday came the start of the Feast of 
Atonement, during which the people wore sackcloth and 
bathed in ashes to atone for their sins. The Romans ritual 
of bathing in ashes mirrors a similar one known in Vedic 
India, where the ashes stood for the purifying blood of 
Shiva, in which one could bathe away sins, just as the 
later Christians figuratively bathed in the blood of the 
Lanb. 


The Roman Matronalia or Feast of Mothers, was celeb- 
rated at the same time, during the Kalends of March. It 
was forbidden to men. After the Matronalia, Roman women 
observed a period of abstention, chastity and fasting, 
until the festival of Ceres in April. This custom, origin- 
ally intended to insure the fertility and vitality of the 
crops, was copied by the Christian church and converted 
into the fast of Lent. 


The word "martyr" is obviously connected with Mars. 
To its current meanings of sacrifice and suffering, add 
"witness", The early Medes worshipped a god Martiya, a 
holy martyr, who they also called Immanuel. An inscription 
by Darius at Behistun, in present day Iran, says the god 
was incarnate ina sacred king slain by his people [*13]. 
His spirit ruled what the Sufis still call the "fulfil- 
ling" death-and-rebirth process, kown as mardiyya or mar- 
tyrdom [*14]. An early Phrygian version of the same sacri- 
ficial god appears in Greek myth as the flayed satyr 
Marsyas, slain ona pine tree "between heaven and earth" 
by order of the heavenly father. The Ides of March was 
when the people judged their king. If the previous year's 
harvest had been poor, or the king had failed to father 
sons on the vestal virgins, or had lost in battle, this 
was when he was sacrificed, as the royal scapegoat, to 
appease the obviously troubled gods. Thisis the recorded

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date of Julius Caesar's assassination. It is perhaps not 
so surprising that the Church should have placed the story 
of Christ's Crucifixion during this month of Mars. 


During March the Sun moves through the last 20° of 
Pisces and the initial 10° of Aries. Had the Winter Sol- 
stice of 46 B.C. coincided with the New Moon that month, 
instead of occuring ten days earlier, the Sun would not 
occupy any one of the Aries degrees during this Mars! 
month of March! 


APRILIS 


April, the initial month to follow after the Vernal 
Equinox, is clearly named after Aphrodite or Venus. The 
Latin Aprilis comes from the Etruscan Apru, which in turn 
is related to the Greek Aphro, a short form of Aphrodite 
[*15]. April means "to open". It may refer to the opening 
of the buds and flowers [*16], it certainly opens the 
zodiac year. 


The ancient Kalendar of Romulus clearly says that 
Aprilis is the month of Venus [*17]. 


During April the Sun moves from 11° Aries to 10° Tau- 
rus. Had the 46 B.C. New Moon coincided with the Winter 
Solstice, then April would have had the Sun passing 
through all thirty degrees of the initial sign of the 
fixed zodiac, the sign we call Aries and say is ruled by 
Mars! 


MAY 


May is the month of Maia or Maya ("she who is great", 
mag-ya), “sii or Mai, the maiden-mother of Hermes (Mer-

cury). 
Hermes (Mercury) was the Enlightened One born of the

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virgin Maia, just as the Enlightened One (Buddha) was born 
of the same virgin Maya in India [*19] and Jesus was born 
of the virgin Mary. His festival was celebrated on the 
ides of May. 


Hermes is credited with the invention of the civi- 
lized arts: measuring and weighing, astronomy and astrolo- 
gy, music, anddivination. He is lord of death and rebirth 
and, as such, represented by the two serpents, the male 
and the female, that are fastened around the herald's 
staffand the rodof Mercury. 


Hermes was the original "hermaphrodite" united in one 
body with his darling sister, Aphrodite. The Greek May Day 
festival was the Heroantheia, "Hero-flowering". [+20] The 
"flower" was the hero's fructifying blood, represented by 
red or purple flowers. The May Day hero was therefore a 
flower-god: Narcissus, Hyacinthus, Adonis or Antheus, who 
were ait the same deity, sometimes called Naaman, "Dar- 
ling", because he was k hrodite's beloved. [#21] 


May was the traditional month of "wearing the green" 
in honor of the Earth Mother's new garment, and coupling 
in plowed fields to encourage the crops. It wasa month of 
sexual license. 


During May the Sun passes through twenty degrees of 
Taurus and ten of Gemini. 


IUNIUS 


June was the sacred month of Juno, the Roman Great 
Mother, mother of the gods, patroness of marriage (hence 
the June marriages), and of the well-being of women. Every 
Roman woman embodied some of the Goddess's spirit, her own 
soul a juno, corresponding to the genius of a man. Later 
vocabularies dropped the word juno but retained genius, 
thus depriving women of their souls--perhaps why Church 
Councils later said that women are soulless [*22]. Juno

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has tobe related to the Moon. 


at: June the Sun moves through twenty degrees of 
Gemini and just ten of Cancer. But for the ten day New 
Moon-Solstice lag in 46 B.C. the Sun would not occupy any 
Cancer degrees during this month. 


QUINTILIS 


July, originally Quintilis, is named after Julius, 
the Caesar, the deified Romanhero, and can in that sense 
be related to the Sun. So too, of course, could August, 
the new name for Sextilis, named after Augustus. But this 
second naming, remember, occured half a century after the 
creation of July, and we should expect that if any true 
relationship was thought to exist between Caesar and any 

articular month then it had to be with Quintilis, the 
irst choice.

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Others might, of course, argue that Quintilis was 
given to Caesar simply because it was the first of the 
numbered, unnamed cease, The proof of their pudding, they 
would assert, was the allocation of the next numbered 
month to Caesar Augustus. 


* OK 


So now Iknew why Ist January begins the year, either 
due toa mistake ordue to some manipulation by the astro- 
loger Sosigenes who, apparently in league with Julius 
Caesar, had arranged for the Winter Solstice to predomin- 
ate over the Vernal Equinox? 


But in answering my lst January question I had come 
face to face with this new question about the calendar: I 
had initially questioned why the four months, September, 
October, November and December, were so-called. Now I knew 
the answer. But in obtaining it I had stumbled face-to- 
face against a new question: why, in Sosigene's original 
calendar plan, had he named the six months from January to 
June, from Ianuarius to Iunius, but then had simply num- 
bered the remaining six months, Quintilis to December? 
Surely there were more than enough gods and goddesses in 
the Roman pantheon to name each of the twelve months, 
twice over! 


It was as I pursued the answer to this additional, 
unexpected question that I stumbled onto the key which 
answered each one of my questions.

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Let's not beat about the bush any longer. The six 
named calendar months are out of phase with the planetary 
rulers of the signs of the zodiac. 


Refer back to Figure 1 on page 8. This illustrates 
how the months and the signs are actually mated. Now, 
examine Figure 2 on page 14. This is the relationship 
between the months and the signs (and planetary rulers of 
the Zodiac signs) that would have occurred had there been 
no ten-day lag between the Winter Solstice of 46 B.C. and 
the following New Moon. 


Obviously there is, in Figure 2, a thirty-degree 
error. March and Mars do not coincide as we would expect. 
Neither do April and Venus. 


* * * 


We've discovered how the months were named, now we 
must examine how the planetary rulers were allocated to 
the twelve signs of the zodiac. 


Al-Biruni [*24] pies us the answer. Hisdescription 
of the allocation of the seven planets to the twelve signs 
of the zodiac, is as follows: 


"The zodiac belt is divided into two halves, the 
first extending from the beginning of Leo to the 
end of Capricorn, and this half is given to the 
Sun whose domicile is the first sign, viz. Leo. 
The other half is given to the Moon; it extends 
from the beginning of Aquarius to the end of 
Cancer in which sign its domicile is. As the 
other planets have two methods of movement, ret- 
rograde and direct, so also they have each two 
domiciles one on the sun-side and one on the 
moon-side, at equal distances from the interval 
between Leo and Cancer. Beginning with Mercury 
the nearest planet, Virgo on the sun-side and 
Gemini on the moon-side are assigned to it as 
domiciles, then Libra and Taurus to Venus, Scor- 
pius and Aries to Mars, Sagittarius and Pisces to 
Jupiter, and Capricorn and Aquarius to Saturn."

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Al-Biruni's scheme is shown in Figure 3. His alloca- 
tion of the planets to the signs is exactly the one in use 
today. The point of interest ishis identification of Leo- 
Capricorn as one half of the signs, with Aquarius-Cancer 
as the other half, and his specific reference to "the 
interval between Leo and Cancer", i.e. the point between 
thirty degrees of Cancer and zero degrees of Leo. 


Ptolemy [*25] clearly confirms Al-Biruni. The key 
sentence is as follows: 


",..they assumed the semicircle from Leo to Cap- 
ricorn to be solar and that from Aquarius to 
Cancer to be lunar, so that in each of the semi- 
circles one sign might be assigned to each of the 
five planets as its own, one bearing aspect to 
the Sun and the other to the Moon, consistently 
with the spheres of their motion and the peculi- 
arities of their natures." 


Ptolemy is just as yore as is Al-Biruni: Leo- 
Capricorn is one distinct half-year, and Aquarius-Cancer 
the other half. Ptolemy goes on to say: 


"For to Saturn, in whose nature cold prevails, as 
opposed to heat, and which occupies the orbit 
highest and farthest from the luminaries, were 
assigned the signs opposite Cancer and Leo, name- 
ly Capricorn and Aquarius." 


The darkest (coldest) days of the year occur when the 
Sun is in the signs closest to the Winter Solstice, both a 
sign before and a sign after it. 


But the Sun transits the two Saturnine signs, Capri- 
corn and Aquarius, between 22nd December and 19th Febru- 
ary. Had the Winter Solstice coincided with Ist January, 
Saturn's months would now be January and February, whereas 
the two darkest months, using the same definitions, are 
December and January. 


Again, we are out of phase by a whole month. 


It appears that both Ptolemy and Sosigenes, who are 
representative of the single most important seat of an-

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cient knowledge, Alexandria. are inagreement. Ptolemy 
through his allocation of the planets to the signs, and 
Sosigenes by his allocation of the names to the months as 
they follow from the Winter Solstice. (And Al-Biruni con- 
firms what these two ancients write.)

Both Ptolemy and Al-Biruni are clear that the year is 
split into two halves at the Cancer-Leo boundary. Yet it 
makes no sense for the year to be split into halves at any 
point other than at a Solstice oran Equinox. 


Ptolemy can also be interpreted as informing us that 
Saturn rules the two darkest months of the year. 
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Sosigenes allocates Aprilis as the month immediately 
following the Vernal Equinox. 


Each one of these three statements is in agreement 
with each of the other two.

Figure 4, above, combines the statements of Al-Biruni 
and Ptolemy with what Sosigenes appears to have intended. 
The obvious thirty-day lag has been removed and, as a 
result, we now have a relationship bet ween sign ruler and 
month that fully fits with both older astrological state- 
ments and the traditional events that occur during each of 
the months. 
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Note the symmetry in Figure 4. Venus rules the month 
immediately following the Spring Equinox and also the 
month immediately preceding the Autumnal Equinox. In both 
instances the Sun is passing bet ween 0° and 11° of North 
declination. 


Venus has two forms: Morning Star, when she rises 
before the Sun, and Evening Star, when she sets after the 
Sun. It is appropriate that this planet should oversee the 
rebirth of Spring, the time of Easter, when we celebrate 
the resurrection of both the Christ and the earth's buds 
and flowers. We are all familiar with the Botticelli's 
painting of Aphrodite (Venus) emerging purified from the 
sea. This is the annual resurrection of life, when Venus 
as the Saxon Goddess Eostre opens the year. The Easter 
eggs (eggs are always a symbol of rebirth) are coloured 
red--the life-colour--not because of any relationship with 
the ruddy planet Mars, but because Venus, the morning 
star, shines in the sky that increasingly reddens as the 
Sun rises to the horizon. 


The two lights rule the two signs at Midsummer in 
which daylight is, in the northern hemisphere, longest, 
when the Sun's northern declination is over 20°, The 
opposite signs, Capricorn and Aquarius, are now located on 
either side of the Winter Solstice, appropriately as their 
ruler, Saturn, now rules the two darkest months of the 
year, when the Sun's declination is greater than 20° 
South. 


Mercury's two signs, Gemini and Virgo, are now the 
second from the Vernal Equinox and the second from the 
Summer Solstice, in each instance the Sun passes through 
these signs when it has a northerly declination of between 
11° and 20°. 


dnpiter’s two signs now oppose Mercury's both in 
longitude and declination. 


Aries and Scorpio, the two signs ruled by Mars, are 
now, on the one hand, placed just before the Spring Equi- 
nox and, on the other, just after the Autumnal Equinox. 
The Sun occupies these two signs of the Zodiac when it has 
a declination of between 0° and 11° South, at which time 
of the year darkness is struggling in its half yearly one- 
on-one duel with daylight. 


The Equinox is where Time is at its point of balance. 
Day and night are equally balanced. For sag A man, who did 
not differentiate between Time and Space, the Equinox was 
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also a balancing point in space. At this point, in just 
the same way that the hours of light and darkness were 
equally split, the early astrologers also split the plan- 
ets: the further planets, those with an orbit greater than 
that of the Earth--Saturn, Jupiter and Mars--were allo- 
cated to the signs through which the Sun passed when it 
was, apparently, furthest from the Earth--to Scorpio, 
Sagittarius, Capricorn, Aquarius, Piscesand Aries--and 
the planetary bodies closer to the Sun, those with periods 
less than the Sun's--Venus, Mercury and the Moon--were 
allocated the signs through which the Sun passed when the 
day's light was greater than its darkness, when it ap- 
peared to be nearer to the Earth. 


And the sign in which the Sun was positioned on the 
longest day of the year, Leo, they allocated to the Sun 
itself. Leo was the Sun's domicile, its home, the place in 
which it was at its strongest. 


Hence the inner planets, those situated bet ween the 
Earth and the Sun, rule the signs occupied by the Sun when 
it is in a northern declination, when daylight is longer 
than the night. Similarly, the three outer planets, Mars 
[*26], Jupiter and Saturn, rule the months of increased 
darkness, when the Sun is ina southern declination. 


And the Equinox, the two moments of the year when 
daylight and darkness are equal, relates to the Earth it- 
self, 


Readers will note that the allocation of Taurus to 
April, Leo to July, Scorpio to October, and Aquarius to 
January, brings the four fixed signs to the year's cardi- 
nal cross, the equinox-solstice points, and explains the 
emphasis in the Bible, and elsewhere, on these four evan- 
gelical signs. 


However, it should also be noted that these signs 
were not coincident with the solstice-equinox points in 45 
B.C., the year Sosigenes reformed the calendar. In fact 
the rulership schemes of Ptolemy, Al-Biruni and Sosigenes 
relate directly to the Age of Taurus, the time when the 
Sun was framed against the stars of the constellation

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Taurus, which occured 5,000 years ago, nearly 3,000 years 
before Sosigenes came to Rome. 


Am I therefore advocating use of the sidereal Zodiac? 
No; I investigated sidereal astrology for many years and 
am convinced that reference to when the Sun is at the 
= Ia seinrge and solstices is of far greater importance to 
life here on Earth than when it is conjunct any particular 
star. 


Instead I advocate use of the real fixed tropical 
Zodiac whichhas the Vernal Equinox asits fiducial. But 
lam saying that, as happened when the rulership scheme 
was originally conceived, the tropical Zodiac should com- 
mence with Venus ruling the thirty degrees of longitude 
that the Sun passes through immediately after it has 
crossed the Vernal Equinox. (Why astrologers precessed 
from Taurus to Aries and then changed to a fixed-horse in 
midstream, beats me.) 


I am not, however, advocating that we change the 
names of the signs. It would cause chaos suddenly to refer 
to Arians as Taureans, Cancers as Leos, etc. Rather I 
suggest that the planetary rulers should be related to the 
different intervals of the Sun's declination, not to the 


signs. 


Refer to Figure 5, opposite. Bodies in parallel will 
be within the declination space ruled by the same planet. 
Planets in contva-parciel $l be in declination space 
ruled by bodies with the complimentary (or opposite) na- 
tures shown. Hence a body with, say, 5~ North declination, 
which places it in the space ruled by Venus, will be 
contra-parallel a body with 5° South declination, in the 
space ruled by Mars. 


The second sign from the Equinox, the space occupied 
by the Sun when it has between 11° North and 20° North 
declination, isruledby Mercury. 


The third sign from the Equinox, the space the Sun 
occupies when it has a declination of more than 20° North, 
should be ruled by the Lights. The Moon rules that space 
occupied by the Sun when its declination is increasing; 
the Sun the space it occupies when its declination, still 
above 20° North, is decreasing. 


Similarly for the signs the Sun occupies when it has 


South declination.

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How about my questions? They can now all be easily 
answered: 


1. The Sun does rule the Midsummer period, the time when 
it is at its highest, when the day is at its longest. To 
say that the Sun is in the Moon's sign at this time is to 
be in error. 


2. Mercury rules the second signafter the Vernal Equi- 
nox, hence the glyph of its displaced sign Gemini is II, 
meaning just that. 


3. Mars does not rule the Vernal Equinox's sign nor does 
it lay any Easter egg. This is the domicile of Venus. By 
contrast Marsdoesrule the Autumnal Equinox, the period 
when darkness begins to predominate over the daylight. 
Mars is the herald of the coming cold and dark times, 
which all fear. It was said in Egypt that the Scorpion 
killed Horus, the Sun, sending him to his midwinter death. 


4, Jupiter does not rule the Lenten period; that is when 
the malefic Mars demands suffering and penance. Jupiter's 
times are ever filled with hope, Mars! with despair. 


5. March should not be filled with Pisces. March is the 
month of Mars [*27] and should properly contain its sign, 
Aries. 


6. April should contain no Aries, only degrees of the 
Venus sign Taurus, The Bull opens the year. Nearly every 
god of the ancient world was incarnate sooner or later in 
a bull. El, the Biblical title translated as "God", was 
originally the title of the Phoenician bull-god called 
Father of Men. El was the supreme god of the Semitic 
pantheon [*28]. Like Zeus the Bull, consort of Hera- 
uropa-Io the white Moon-cow, Elmarried Asherah, the 
Semitic Cow divinity. He was identified with Elias or Hel- 
ios, the Sun. He was still the Semitic Father of Men in 
the time of Jesus, who cried to him from the cross, call

7. Juno's month, June, should correspond to Cancer not 
to Gemini. 


8. The month of the dying Sun is ruled by Saturn in 
Capricorn, not by Jupiter or Sagittarius. 


9. The Bible repeatedly refers to the signs of the Bull, 
the Lion, the Eagle and the Man because these are the 
signs at which the equinoxes and solstices occur. No other 
signs are mentioned because at no time other than fora 
few brief years, when Roman Mars-worship predominated, 
between 200 B.C. and 50 A.D., did mye question the 
a seein of these corner stones of the true tropical 
jac. 


10. Why does lst January begin the year? Because it 
should if April is to coincide with the Vernal Equinox, 
Leo with the Summer Solstice, Scorpio with the Autumnal 
Equinox, and Aquarius with the Winter Solstice.

11. Why was September so-called? Too easy, because it was 
the seventh month in the Martian scheme. 


More interesting though is the question why the six 
months Ianuarius-Iunius were given names and the other six 
just numbers. The answer is now quite apparent: the Sun is 
increasing in its strength between the Winter Solstice at 
1° Ianuarius until it reaches its maximum at 30° Iunius, 
hence no problemcan possibly exist in placing the name of 
a god or goddess in sucha positive environment. After the 
Summer Solstice, however, the Sun is dying, the daylight 
is lessening each day--it would be the height of impiety 
for man to name any of suchmonths after a god orgoddess!

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One possible flaw in the above concerns when formal 
astrology began. My inference is that this occurred during 
the Age of Taurus. This is, however, contrary to the 
findings of the two writers, Bouche-Leclercq [*30] and Van 
der Waerden [*31], most frequently quoted by present day 
historians of our subject. Their findings would seem to 
disprove the planetary rulership scheme proposed by Ptol- 
emy, Al-Biruni, Sosigenes and, now, myself. These two both 
wrote, nearly twenty years ago, that the Chaldean origin 
of astrology is indisputable and that their planetary 
theory was probably evolved around 500 B.C. and the earli- 
est Babylonian horoscope dates from 409 B.C. This would 
place the beginning of our subject close to the end of the 
Arian Age. 


However, the Jungian mythologist Joseph Campbell 
[*32], using perhaps different sources [*33] givesa much 
earlier date, 3200 B.C., a period which is clearly within 
the Age of Taurus. The current revolution in our under- 
standing of the purpose of Neolithic stone circles sug- 
gests that an even earlier date is possible. 


The internal evidence presented here, namely the 
traditional allocation of the planetary rulers to the 
signs, confirms the earlier dating. 


The implications of this article, in terms of an 
altered use of sign- and house-rulership, and also of 
changes in the meaning of each of the signs, the houses 
and, possibly, the planets themselves, have not totally 
escaped my notice. Indeed, the point of view presented 
here may enable us to rediscover the freshness of our 
ancient subject, at the expense of the mirages and fanta- 
sies which have for too long been substituted for it.

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PLANETARY CONCENTRATION: 
A SUGGESTION FOR MUNDANE RESEARCH 


AXEL HARVEY 


THE INDEX OF CONCENTRATION is a measure of how closely the 
outer planets are grouped together. It was first suggested 
in the early 1940s by the Frenchastrologer Henri-Joseph 
Gouchon and has been put to good use in the mundane work 
of Andre Barbault. sti 


Gouchon's index has the advantage of great simplici- 

i It is the smallest arc containing Jupiter, Saturn, 

ranus and Neptune: thus the higher the concentration, the 

smaller the index. Pluto was not used in the earlier 

studies; furthermore Gouchon lightened his task by calcu- 

lating the index at one moment only in each year, the 
Spring equinox. However, the method has some drawbacks. 


The most serious of these is that an arc of contain- 
ment does not really tell ushow concentrated the planets 
are (figure 1). 


Two other objections are more cosmetic than substan- 
tial, but may nevertheless be important. Firstly, the 
original index increases with the dispersion rather than 
with the concentration of the planets; but it seems to be 
concentration which matters in cases of international 
tension and crisis, so the index should rather increase 
with concentration. Secondly, the original index curve 
could have ridge-like turning points where a faster body 
crossed a slower one (and consequently no derivative), 
whereas true concentration, being the result of the gradu- 
al movement of all the planets under consideration, should 
produce smooth curves. This jaggedness is not to be con- 
fused with the sawtooth appearance of graphs made ex- 
clusively from Spring equinox readings ifcpucenirs tion; 
this, of course, could be eliminated by applying Gouchon's 
method throughout the year.

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Figure 1: Five planets distributed intwo different ways. Gouc- 
hon's index would be the same in both cases: 180°. The index of 
concentration proposed in this article would be .483 for the 
pattern onthe left and .600 for the other. 
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The most plausible improvement on Gouchon's index is 
a measure borrowed from circular statistics. Circular 
statistics have received surprisingly little attention 
from numerically-minded astrologers, although it should 
seem obvious that objects distributed around a circle need 
special treatment. 


In a brief appendix to this article we shall summa— 
rize some useful formulas of circular statistics. For the 
time being we are concerned only with concentration. Sup- 
pose we have n points around the Zodiac; then let

Jupiter to Pluto inclusive. 


The course of r from 1854 to 1997 is shown in figures 
2 and 3. The minimum point in this period was 1926, when 
the index remained lower than "06 for most of the year; 
another significant low occurred in 1935-1936 when the 
index was almost always below .13; at the other extreme we 
have just experienced the maximum value of concentration 
for the period in question: .93 in 1983. 


The horizontal lines beginning and ending with arrows 
indicate periods of major armed conflict, whichare iden- 
tified in table 1. The list is by no means exhaustive, as 
this article is only meant to suggest a method of evalua- 
ting data, but it includes most major wars between diffe- 
rent industrialized or semi-industrialized countries of 
approximately equal strengthsince 1854, as wellasa few 
other notable conflicts. 


Some wars have been ignored in this study because of 
the difficulty of defining their precise end-points: this 
was the case, for example, of the Indochinese conflict, 
ca. 1945 - ca. 1980. 


A glance at the graphs suggest that (with exceptions 
which are fairly easy to identity) the higher the index of 
concentration around the time of the war, the longer the 
war will last. 


Figures 2 and 3 (overleaf): 


The index of concentration, 1854 to 1997, shown with the time 
spans of some major violent events. The conflicts labelled 1 to 
10 are those listed in table 1. It can be seen that long con- 
flicts tend to occur when the index is higher, though civil and 
colonial wars do not follow the pattern. World War II has been 
dividedintoits European (8a)and Pacific (8b) phases. 
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The exceptions are civil wars (A and D), wars waged 
by a metropolitan power against unaided natives orcolo- 
nials (C), and wars where one of the protagonists was so 
unprepared that hostilities ended two months or less after 
they began. Civil and colonial wars tend to be long re~ 
gardless of when they occur, while very brief actions such 
as the Seven Weeks! War of 1866 and the Yom Kippur War of 
1973 can happen even at times of high concentration. 


Figure 4 is a graph constructed by taking into con- 
sideration only the numbered conflicts starting with the 
Crimean War Ghend ending with the Korean (9). The verti- 
cal axis shows the duration of the war in years, while the 
horizontal axis in figure 4 indicates concentration at the 
end of the war. End values seem to be more significant 
than outbreak values. 


The straight line shows the general trend of the 
data, but we must guard ourselves against premature gene— 
ralizations. It is possible, for example, that there are 
two families of war: 4, 5, 6 and 8 on one hand; 1, 3 and 9 
on the other. The first group includes wars which resulted 
in major shifts of world power, whilst the second group 
(with the doubtful exception of the Sino-Japanese war, 
number 3) are inconclusive. 


Given that the concentration of planets is more mean- 
ingful at the end of a war than at the beginning, one is 
faced with a problem if one wishes to estimate how long a 
war will last: the prediction depends on knowing what is 
to be predicted. 


Figure 5 represents an attempt to make prediction 
possible. The alee wars studied have a mean duration of 
about one and three-quarter years, say 640 days. It is 
thusa safe assumption that the index of concentration at 
outbreak plus 640 days will be more meaningful (for the 
purpose of forecasting length) than the index exactly at 
qutbreak.

Again a trend appears. If we ignore the possibility 
of there being two or more families of wars, the graph 
suggests that the length w of a waris roughly

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known that these have been fighting for at least two 
months; the formula fails grossly for colonial wars, wars 
waged before 1700, and blitz attacks on weak victims. In a 
word, the formula seems applicable to risky wars. 


Since the wars which lie above the trend line in 
figure 5 have involved either large numbers of states or 
else economies stronger for their time than are those of 
Iran and Iraq, one may reasonably hope that the Iran-Iraq 
war will wind down in the last quarter of this year. The 
formula suggests a length of five years. 


This assumes that the war in question is "modern", 
but we must not forget its resemblance in some respect to 
the fratricidal semi-religious wars which racked Europe in 
the 17th century, the worst of which is called the Thirty 
Years! War. 


The above formula implies that a war cannot last for 
more than 5.73 years, which value is exceeded by World War 
Il, While I place no great faith on the exact coefficients 
of the formula, it is worth noting that the last World War 
was really a European War and a Pacific War lasting res- 
pectively 5.681 and 3.688 years. Needless to say, any 
further study of war durations would have to be undertaken 
with far more data and with more careful assumptions~-more 
strictly cial a what a waris, when it starts and 
when it ends. 


A safer generalization suggested by the formula is 
that international wars will not occur when the index of 
concentration is below .2 . This seems to be borne out. 


It is interesting to consider years in the 20th 
century when the index was low. The 1926 minimum corres 
ponds to an optimistic period of our recent history. The 
Russian civil war and the shaking-down wars fought to 
"ye fine" the new boundaries of eastern Europe were over; 
the Locarno Treaty was signed on 1st December 1925; Germa- 
ny was admitted to the League of Nations; an unusual 
number of treaties in 1925-1926 purported to abolish age- 
old rivalries (Germany and Russia, Afghanistan and Russia, 
Persia and Afghanistan, Yugoslavia and Greece, etc.) 


The low spot of 1935-1936 is even more intriguing. 
These were the years in which Hitler re-established con- 
scription andremilitarized the Rhineland contrary to the 
Treaty of Versailles, and denouned the Treaty of Locarno. 
Historians since then have often remarked that vigorous 
action by Britain and France would have forced Hitler to 
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change his plans; had they done so, it would probably have 
been very hard for the Nazis to remain in power. 


The index of concentration being well below .2 all 
this time, however, made any risky confrontation unlikely. 


So far we have examined only the concentration of the 
five planets from Jupiter to Pluto. Other combinations may 
turn out to be significant in different ways. 


For example, the four planets from Mars to Uranus 
also seem related to conflicts. The difference in their 
case seems to be (a) that civil wars and minor conflicts 
are also related to the four-planet index; (b) that the 
important factor is not absolute concentration but rather 
the presence of an upturn immediately following a minimum. 


Some years contain two upturns of the Mars-to- Uranus 
index; other years have none. Upturns have occurred within 
ten days of the following events: the withdrawal of eight 
cotton states from the U.S. Democratic convention in April 
1860; the election of Abraham Lincoln in November 1860; 
the outbreak of World War I; the outbreak of World War II.

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PALPABLE DIFFERENCES

ALTHOUGH EVERYTHING THAT IS SCIENTIFIC purports to be 
rational, it doesnot follow that everything rational must 
be scientific. Astrology is rational. It is not scienti- 
fic. The only things that astrology and science have in 
common is that they each posit a rational, balanced, and 
orderly universe. To say that geology should be scienti- 
fic is to say that because all human beings breathe and 
think, they should breathe and think in unison. 


Let's define our terms. Astrology is an organic sys- 
tem of symbols based on the theory that there is a corre- 
lation between celestial and terrestrial phenomena. Cause 
and effect do not have to be proven to validate the 
theory. Corroboration by people and events delineated is 
sufficient to establish its “alue, Science is a system of 
abstract symbols (mathematics) based on the theory that 
immutable and universal laws can be revealed through ex- 
periment, observation, and consensus. The fruitful appli- 
cation of principles already discovered is sufficient to 
establish its value, even if those principles may be 
overturned in the future. In other words, astrologers have 
all their lollipops. Scientists are still on their way to 
the candy store. 


The thought processes of an astrologer are different 
from those of a scientist. The scientist is inductive, 
trying to establish general principles, gathering data, 
reducing data, analyzing what he has. He's searching for 

old and trying to use the most efficient means to get it. 

e's not going to dig up the whole mountain. He's going to 
eliminate the more difficult pathways or the ones that 
common experience has told him will be least productive. 
Granted he may be right, but there may be much gold left 
undiscovered. The astrologer'already has his gold. His 
problem is to spend it correctly. The astrologer produces 
data, expanding and enlarging on what he already has. He 
is trying to be particular and individual. He doesn't deal 
with averages and statistics, only with what is the spe- 
cial case before him. Scientists have no mechanism for 
dealing with isolated individual cases. In fact, they 
reject them as hearsay, anecdotal, co-incidental. Astrolo-

Their proper task is to delineate that single wayward 
speck of dust dancing in the sunlight. 


To elucidate that one in a million, the astrologer 
deals in symbols and analogy. Starting froma small nugget 
of meaning, he weaves and spins the filigree of a living, 
breathing, random, wilful hunk of flesh, or the dynamic, 
social, and economic constructs of that hunk, singly orin 
union with others. The scientist engages in linear think- 
ing. Through logic and reductionist either-or propositions 
and conclusions, he is trying to find the golden thread 
embedded in all that virgin wool. The astrologer deals in 
the paradoxes of life, the inconsistencies the scientists 
try desperately to feed to the dumpster. In their desire 
to know the facts, they tear apart the fabric of life, the 
better to examine and understand. They separate and frag- 
ment. They categorize andclassify. They take a Cabbage 
Patch Doll and put the arms in one box, the legs in ano- 
ther, the face in a third, which itself has compartments 
for eyes, nose, ears and mouth. When the scientists are 
finished, you can't tell one doll from another. Their 
triumph is in telling you what is common to all. Scien- 
tists extract the similarities. Astrologers look at simi- 
larities, too, but they also incorporate the differences. 
To an individual creature the differences are more impor- 
tant. 


Astrology ishuman-centred. It isa view of the world 
seen from a pointedly human perspective. Man is the meas- 
ure of all things. If you watch the Kentucky Derby, you'll 
be more involved af weniae laid a wager, than if you're 
just a disinterested bystander. Astrology is about person- 
alinvolvement with the whole of visible creation. Sci- 
ence is material and impersonal. It distrusts the human 
being. It denigrates his capacity to know what is best for 
himself without the intervention of more objective obser- 
vation and experience. 


For all his pretension, the scientist never gets 
beyond the surface, even when that surface turns out to be 
atoms, electrons, positrons, and quarks. Science deals 
with neither essence nor will. The intentionality of a 
human being is just as elusive as the intentionality of a 
molecule. The scientist can tell you that little boys are 
made out of rats and snails and puppy dogs! tails, but he 
can't tell you which little boy will tame his rats and 
which one will send them diving for your throat, or why. 
If he tells you that nine out of ten are good and kind, 
you won't know whether you have just run into number ten 
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or number two. You don't know when the little girl with 
the curl will be good or horrid. The scientist will say 
"that time of the month". But, maybe this little girl 
doesn't function that way. 


The astrologer deals less in facts than in signifi- 
cance. To scientize astrology may be to make it more 
factual and descriptive, but why should an astrologer 
waste aclient'smoney by telling himsomething he already 
knows? If you want the facts, ask the client. The astrolo- 

er is there to tell him the quality and significance of 

is predicament, to show himhis choices, to connect and 
relate him to what is happening around him, to help him 
implement his power and will. To have a doctor tell you 
you've a broken arm or, heaven forbid, cancer, is to do 
nothing towards the actual healing of your body. The 
client doesn't care about the name of his disease, he just 
wants to be healed. If he doesn't, the astrologer can tell 
him why he'd rather die. 


The ultimate purpose of astrology is to live well. 
» This is an active wilful process. The ultimate purpose of 
science is to produce a better world. In an astrological 
universe, Jack trades the family cow for five beans and 
has a very lucrative adventure. In a scientific world, the 
guy who took the cow would be jailed for consumer fraud. 


Science is a slide show. Mathematics and measurement 
can be applied only to static phenomena. They can be 
applied to duration but not to change within the duration, 
except as description. Astrology starts with a frozen 
moment, but it delineates the kaleidoscope of time and 
motion. It's a moving picture. Both astrology and science 
are artificial. Astrology is holistic and posits an ecolo- 
gical and cyclical unity. Science is evolutionary, pro- 
preeives and based on an assumption of cause andeffect. 

o the scientist the hot stove caused a burn on Jimmy's 
five-year-old finger. To the astrologer the burn was the 
result of a complexity of circumstance and motivation. The 
scientist will tell Mom how to treat the burn. The astro- 
loger will tell her why it happened, how to prevent its 
happening again, and when to be on the lookout for an- 
other. The foci of astrology and science are different. 
Scientists use telescopes and microscopes to go beyond 
what man can see or reach. Astrologers use magnifying 
glasses and binoculars the better to understand the at- 
tainable. 


Science is primarily a left-brain function, rational 
and analytical. Astrology uses its share of the left 
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brain, but it is also creative. It reads by position and 
design. It is an art that blooms with individual experi- 
ence. It uses all of the mental faculties. That astrology 
can benefit by being more scientific is the same as saying 
that an apple will be better if it tasts like an orange. 
Cana whole brain discipline be furthered by one that uses 
only half?

THE CYCLE OF CIVILIZATION 


PART II: THE PLANET PLUTO 


CHARLES A, JAYNE 


IN MY PREVIOUS ARTICLE [*1] I discussed how Petrie of 
England and Spengler of Germany , independent of each 
other, defined a great cycle some 1,500 years in length 
during which a civilization unfolds (as did Benlow of 
France). Jean Bradford, who taught me much about this 
cycle, pointed out that its complete length was really 
double, some 3,000 years; the initial 1,500 years being 
collectively Extrovertive, the second 1,500 years col- 
lectively Introvertive. Agreeing with Spengler, Bradford 
found that each 1,500-year period could be subdivided into 
six periods each of nearly 250 years, the period of Pluto. 
In our work together on this co pee Bradford and I were 
aided by my Teacher, who correlated these "phases" to the 
endocrine glands, which correspond, in turn, to the Chak- 
ras; to the dimensions of Space and Time; to the sacred 
planets which govern them; and to Jung's psychological 
functions. This 3,000-year period, and its connection with 
the seven sacred planets, had previously been mentioned by 
Madame Helena Blavatsky in her book Isis Unveiled. 


The six civilization phases are based on the orbital

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sequence of those planets which revolve within the orbit 
of Uranus, excluding the two non-sacred planets, the Earth 
and Mars. In my previous article [*2] I referred to the 
findings of the seer Geoffrey Hodson, who was able, with 
"etheric vision", to describe intra-Mercurial Vulcan, a 
body perceptible only in the infrared of the spectrum, and 
Rex, a plasmic body within the inner part of the Asteroids 
that emits ultraviolet radiation. Rudhyar wrote about Rex 
(but called it Lucifer) in The Astrology of Personality, 
giving it correctly a period of 40 mothe. 


There are seven sacred planets: Mercury, Venus, Jupi- 
ter, Saturn (plus the invisible Vulcan), and Rex (plus 
Chiron). Within the concept of the seven rays of soul 
energy, the three major rays are associated with (1) 
Vulcan, (2) Jupiter, and (3) Saturn. The remaining lesser 
four rays correspond to (4) Mercury, (5) Venus, (6) Chi- 
ron, and (7) Rex. Since Vulcan and Rex are invisible, the 
Sun is substituted for the former, the Moon for the lat- 
ter. Mars, the secular sixth-ray planet, has been used as 
substitute for Chiron, the sacred sixth-ray planet. 


The names of the days of the week are based on these 
seven planets: SUNday (Vulcan); MOONday (Rex); Tuesday, 
"day of Tiu", MARdi in French, "MARSday" Chiron); Wednes- 
day, Wodnesday in Old English, "Woden's day" (translation 
of Mercurii dies, "day of Mercury"); Thursday, Old Norse 
Thorsdagr, "Thor's day" (translation of Jovis dies, "Jupi- 
ter's day"); Friday, Frigedaeg, after Frige (Venus); and 
SATUR(N)day. 


The correspondances of the six civilization phases 
are as follows:

Spengler termed the first three phases "Culture",

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disparaging the final three as "Civilization". The first 
three are ruled by the planets inside the Earth's orbit, 
whereas the other three have their orbits beyond that of 
the Earth. Hodson, in visualizing our planetary system, 
only "saw" six of the seven sacred planets linked to the 
fs) anic-magnetic energy streams, Tiny Chiron, like 
distant Pluto, is not so connected to the Sun. As Chiron 
swings briefly within the orbit of Saturn (the three outer 
planets are, aceite; actually Saturn-Chiron-Jupiter), I 
associate it with the end of the fourth civilization phase 
(just where we are now), the time when the great Teacher 
appears, to provide the new religious impulse that will 
make the later Introvertive cycle possible. Gautama, the 
Buddha, played this role in the Orient at the end of the 
fourth phase of a previous civilization (just prior to 
500B.C.), as did Jesus, the Christ, in the Occident. The 
Second Coming of Christ, who will also be the Maitreya 
Buddha, should occur by the end of this present century. 


What then of Rex? It swings inside both Mars' and 
the Earth's orbit. In a sense, therefore, it_ joins the 
three inner bodies with the three outer ones. Rex can be 
associated with the final of the six phases, coming at the 
end of each 1,500-year period. In that sixth phase the 
civilization will be overrun by barbarians (Mars) both 
from within and without, just as it was in the late Roman 
Empire (250-500 A.D.). Rex probably represents the elite 
fom yee carry over the essence of the first cycle into the 
second, 


Dane Rudhyar was the first to point out the import- 
ance of Pluto's penetration of Neptune's orbit, which it 
does once in each of its 247.7-year periods. The changes 
of phase and the reorientation of the collective con- 
sciousness of a whole civilization occur during these 
twenty-year periods. 


Pluto's current twenty-year incursion began in March 
1979 and continues to January 1999. Pluto will be at its 
perihelion, the point in its cycle where it is closest to 
the Sun, early in 1989, at which time it will be position— 
ed in the middle of tropical Scorpio, the sign it rules. 
At the present time the Protestant West, both in northern 
Europe and in north America, is shifting gears from Saturn 
to Jupiter. As Spengler noted, this particular phase 
(ruled by Jupiter) will bring the "second religiousness", 
just as it did earlier in Augustan Rome. In Asia the shift 
will be from Rex to Venus. Assuming that, due to the Grace 
of Heaven and the striving of humanity for a better life, 
we survive the coming Armageddon, the next long era of 
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Pree and culture will bring us once more into the sun- 


ight. 


The third of the six civilization phases is a dual 
one. It can be associated both with Vulcan and the adrenal 
cortex, to indicate civilization physically being most 
vital and expanding, and Pluto with the master endocrine . 
gland, the anterior pituitary, and the thinking function. 
The earlier Greek civilization flowered during a similar 
third phase; this was the time of three-dimensional archi-— 
tecture and sculpture, and of the great thinkers: Aristot- 
le, Plato, Pythagoras, etc. Our own later western cycle 
has just, with its major material achievments in techno- 
logy and business, experienced its flowering in the utili- 
tarian fourth phase. The fourth dimension is Time. The 
famous painting of the Nude Descending A Staircase typ- 
ifies this kinetic period. In the fifth of the six phases 
the preceding four are synthesised and the civilization 
developsa style anda "civilized tradition". Consider the 
Law, a Jupitarian area: we continue today to use the Roman 
Law that was developed during a past fifth (Jupiter's) 
Phase. 


Bradford used changing art forms to detect each of 
the phases of civilization. She considered the arts to be 
touch more sensitive to changes in the collective consci- 
ousness than are social institutions. During the Venus 
cohesive first phase, all art tends to look very much 
alike. During the latest second, two-dimensional, phase 
(1246-1493 A.D., ending with Columbus' discovery of the 
New World) stained glass was developed. That same phase is 
partly under Mars and its thyroid gland. 


The Neptune-Pluto close recurrence cycle is about 493 
years in length, which may account for the Orient "lead- 
ing" the Occident by two phases. In the tropical Zodiac 
both Saturn, the body associated with the fourth civiliza- 
tion phase, and Jupiter, associated with the following 
fifth phase, recur with Pluto after a lapse of 735 years, 
which divides the 1,500-year cycle into two halves. There 
is an extraordinary pattern running through all of this. 


Lamprecht of Germany also studied these phases in 
history. He described a 36-yearcycle which, whenmulti- 
plied by seven, gives 252 years, very near to the period 
of Pluto. Using a retrograde sequence of the days of the 
week, he described the period between 1909 and 1945 (which 
36 years embrace the two World Wars) as the "dark cycle of 
Mars". The next 36 years, from 1945 to 1981, he placed 
under the Moon. The next 36-year period, 1981-2017, is 
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placed under the Sun, and it occurs as the fourth of the 
six major civilization phases ends and the fifth one 
begins. The complete series of subdivisions associated 
with the fourth phase, which commenced in 1741, is as 
follows: 


Sun 1729-1765 
Saturn 1765-1801 
Venus 1801-1837 
Jupiter 1837-1873 
Mercury 1873-1909 
Mars 1909-1945 
Moon 1945-1981 


The American and French revolutions occurred during 
this current fourth phase, as did most of the important 
developments of the Industrial Revolution. 


Neptune will be the last of the major planets to 
leave Capricorn, Saturn's sign. It will do this in 1998, 
just before Pluto emerges from within Neptune's orbit. 
This suggests that we are not yet through with Saturn, the 
ruler of this current fourth phase of civilization.

In December 1944 and January 1945 D. E, Richardson of 
the Illinois Institute of Technology published two impor- 
tant articles in Popular Astronomy. The first concerned 
the distribution of planetary mass within our system. In 
graphic terms, five lines were drawn through that point 
where acircle touched an ellipse. The distance from that 
point to where the lines cut the circle gave the recipro- 
cal masses of Mercury, Venus, Earth, Mars and asteroids. 
These lines, projected downward to the curve of the el- 
lipse, measured the reciprocal masses of Jupiter, Saturn, 
Uranus, Neptune and Pluto. Venus of phase 1 was at one end 
of the line, Saturn of the opposing phase 4 at the other 
end. The same was so of the Mercury (phase 2) to Jupiter 
(opposing phase 5) line. Then we skip over the Earth- 
Uranus and Mars-Neptune lines to the asteroids-Pluto line. 
Pluto of phase 3 opposes Rex and the asteroids of phase 6. 
Thus the arrangement of the phases is not arbitrary! The 
Uranus- Neptune arc of the ellipse is analogous to their 
3600-year Sar cycle and the opposing Earth-Mars arc is 
analogous to their 600-year Naros cycle, these being the 
recurrence cycles of the respective planets. See my pre- 
vious article "The Chaldean Sar and what it brings". 
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Richardson's planetary distance formula is even more 
interesting. A gon ealied distributional ellipse is drawn. 
Froma point near its center thirteen spokes are drawn to 
the periphery of the ellipse. In drawing these spokes one 
makes two circuits (720 °) of the ellipse; 720 divided by 
13 gives the angles between the spokes, i.e. 55°23', Now 
the outermost planet in the mass formula is Pluto in orbit 
10, whereas the outermost orbit in this distance formula 
is number 12. The key constant of the formula is the cube 
of 12/10, i.e. 1.728. Then the distance of Mercury from 
the Sun is the length of its spoke times 1.728. The dis- 
tance of Venus from the Sun is the length of its spoke 
times 1.7284; for the Earth it is the length of its spoke 
times 1.728”, and so on. There is a null orbit which is 
that of Vulcan (1.728° is 1). This is the most accurate of 
all proposed planetary distance formulae. The two circuits 
of the ellipse may be seen as two sidereal revolutions of 
the twelth planet, Lion, orsome 3,220 years. The thirteen 
spokes are analogous to as many revolutions of Pluto, i.e. 
247.7 years x 13 = 3,220.1 years. Thus the basic structure 
of our planetary aes is due to the relationship of 
these two planets. If we measure the dual cycle of civili- 
zation in the tropical Zodiac it is a little over 3,000 
years and thus about twelve, rather than thirteen circuits 
of Pluto. Jean Bradford surmised that there was a "0th" 
(or 13th) preparatory phase at the beginning of any tri- 
millenial cycle. Therefore this Great Cycle (during a 
precession of 25,725 years there are just eight of them, 
or 8 x 3,220.1 = 25,760 years) is one of the most impor- 
tant in human life. 
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SOME NOTES ON 
BAGHWAN SHREE RAJNEESH'S CHART

THE CHARTS OF THE DOZEN or so Indian saints, swamis, gurus 
and other holy men that I have examined over the years 
contain certain signs and aspects that keepon recurring: 
the Sun, Jupiter, Neptune, Venus and Saturn are invariably 
strong and connected to each other, either by conjunction 
or by harmonious aspects. These signs and aspects have 
become, for me, a sort of hallmark for this kind of en- 
lightened soul. 


When I saw Ken Gillman's rectification of Bhagwan 
Shree Rajneesh! birth chart ina recent copy of Consider- 
ations [*1], I immediately looked to see if these "hall- 
marks" were present. They were. 


In Rajneesh's chart the fiery grand trine of the Sun, 
in Sagittarius in the XIIth house, with Uranus and Jupiter 
(Sun and Jupiter are in mutual reception) is most strik— 
ing. But so too is the Neptune trine of the Mars-Mercury— 
Moon-Venus grouping, all four in Capricorn in the XIIth 
house, and the cardinal T-cross of Saturn, ruler of the 
Capricorn Ascendant from the Ist house, with Pluto and 
Uranus. The trines of Jupiter and Uranus to the Sun redeem 
this powerful T-cross to a good extent and make it less 
formidable and negative. 


With five planets rising in Capricorn, Rajneesh cer- 
tainly possesses a lot of ambition and aspiration for 
power and influence, but only along spiritual lines, not 
material ones. His mind (IIIrd house) is ruled by Neptune 
and Pisces, and the fine trines from Neptune to Mars- 
Mercury-Moon-Venus have to be most helpful to any soul who 
has purely spiritual ideals and aspirations. 


The unmistakable Neptune flavour of the XIth house 
is very strong throughout this chart: five bodies occupy 


it, and each of them is trine Neptune in Virgo in the 
VIllth. The Venus trine to Neptune is always an indicator

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of great potential for a cosmic, all-embracing love for 
humanity. The drive or urge towards this is further 
strengthened, and affects the general mental outlook and 
approach through writing and lecturing (Neptune here rules 
the IlIrd house), by Neptune's trines from Mercury and 
Mars. 


The Mars-Mercury conjunction trine Neptune further 
indicates a strong visionary mind. This is softened by the 
rising Moon-Venus conjunction, also trine Neptune, which 
indicates a very kindly, friendly soul. 


The progressive reformer spirit is confirmed by Jupi- 
ter's trine to Uranus, in a very constructive, positive 
manner. But here we have also Jupiter's trine to the Sun 
and the Uranus-Sun trine--this is a brilliant combination, 
which not only promotes urges and talents for constructive 
reform but also gives a deep love of the Divine spirit 
seen in all creation. An inner fire of pure spirituality 
is flaming in this soul, which is a strong counterweight 
to the afflicted ruler of the chart, to Saturn in Capri- 
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corn. The combined strength of Beene and Jupiterhere, 
and their aspects, should purge this soul from its strong 
inclination for power and influence over others. 


Jupiter trine Sun always indicates souls with strong 
religious aims and urges; this is even more so when these 
two bodies are in conjunction (in this chart the mutual 
reception can be so construed). It always indicates just, 
fair-minded, tolerant people, even when other factors do 
not move them to saintliness. Harmonious Sun-Jupiter as- 
pects tend always to raise the moral level, the general 
potential for any real spiritual aspirations, and idealism 
generally. 


An afflicted Pluto in the VIIth house precludes at- 
tachments to single individuals, such as occurs in mar- 
riage. The soul here must be free and belong only to its 
source, to the divine spirit, to God. 


The rising Saturn supplies great self-discipline, and 
self-immolation, through its T-cross afflictions. This man 
can be very hard onhimself, performing many tapas, "aus- 
terities", as the Hindus call it, during his training on 
the way up to enlightenment. This man must have exper- 
ienced "the dark night of the soul" several times. It is a 
sine qua non of the path he has chosen. All the same, he 
reached his enlightenment unusually early in life and did 
so ie unaided by any personal Guru. This is remarkable 
and indicates unusual strength of character. He had to 
have been a most determined, ambitious young 21-year-old 
nan. 


All in all, Bhagwan Shree Rajneesh was certainly born 
with a wonderfully strong, promising and interesting 
chart, which was so very well dolineated, and meticulously 
rectified, by Ken Gillman.

Bhagwan Shree Rajneesh is now a mature man of 53, 
There are yet wonderfully succesful periods ahead for him 
in this life, up to when he is aged 60. 


The progressed Sun and Mars are at present con- 
junct in 12° Aquarius (on the IInd Koch cueey but the Sun 
is applying to a promising sextile to Uranus in Aries, 
which is effective between the ages of 53 (now) and 56 
years. The coming two or three years may, therefore, turn 
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out to be an eventful and excitingly progressive time of 
change. It should be very stimulating mentally, and dynam- 
ic inmany ways. 


The progressed Moon is now in Sagittarius, in the 
XIIth house. At the start of 1985 progressed Moon crossed 
over his Sun, which may also have brought some change to 
his life, but one chawld sentember that such an important 
new cycle will usually start by manifesting itself in the 
inner life and that the necessary outer events will only 
observed later, once the inner change has been fully 
assimilated. 


The end of next year, December 1986 and January 1987, 
may be a critical period as the Moon will then have reach- 
ed the square to natal Uranus and will start to activate 
the cardinal T-cross. Unexpected minor shocks and crises 
may occur at this time. 


Great care will be needed in May andJune of 1987, in 
two years! time, when the progressed Moon moves in on its 
conjunction with Saturn and its opposition of Pluto. 


Spiritually the soul may be much sensitized and 
strengthened as Neptune transits Capricorn from now on- 
wards. In mid-1988 Neptune trines its own birth position 
for the final time, and is stationary at 7°25! Capricorn 
in September 1988, at which time mystical experiences 
should be very strong. This Neptune transit of Capricorn 
remains a powerful influence in this life, certainly as 
Neptune transits natal Moon and Venus in the Fall of 1989, 
when even more spiritualization may be achieved, both 
mentally as well as by way of soul-growth;this is a won- 
a ce em as higher states or places may then be 
attained. 


Saturn will also be transit Capricorn after November 
1988. On 9th December 1989 it will cross natal Ascendant 
at 13° Capricorn. Some care may be needed in healthmat- 
ters as Mercury, ruler of his natal VIth house of health, 
will also be close to the Ascendant at the same time. The 
15thand 16th December 1989 are particularly significant 
days during this period, whenhis lungs and bronchial area 
must be protected--Capricorn means Winter in Oregon. 


From age 61-66 his life could become again difficult. 
At this time the Pluto transits become unhelpful; strictly 
speaking Pluto ceases to be friendly fromage 57 onwards. 
But age 61 is when Pluto really turns difficult. In this 
same year progressed Sun will come to the quincunx of 
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natal Pluto, and also oppose natal Jupiter. The simultan- 
eous aspects of progressed Mars, square Jupiter and quin- 
cunx Pluto, at this time, will also present a possible 
complication or danger. 


As Pluto's transits will remain unhelpful and negative 
tohim right up to the year 2000, life cannot be expected 
to continue to be quite as easy and harmonious for Baghwan 
Shree Rajneesh as it is now and is likely to be in the 
immediate future. Yet we are obviously in the presence of 
a rare soul, whose extraordinary resources can overcome a 
great deal.

find that pee an authorcare fully plan some weird hour 
for of ficial publication (in Manhattan, New York 10001 is 
open 24 hours a day, including Sundays and holidays) is 
less productive than by just general planning within rea- 
sonable business hours. Simply avoid having Moon void-of- 
course, wait until Saturn has got above the horizon, sort 
of general ball-parking. Things tend to happen at their 
own time, and the less we interfere withnatural cycles by 
over-intellectual theorizing, the better. 


On another topic: Viking settlements were consoli- 
dated in Iceland in the VIlIth century and formal govern- 
ment began in the IXth century--still going without a 
break, the oldest still-continuing government we know 
about. By the Xth century Viking imports of walrus hide 
(for ropes, needed for the drawbridges over moats), walrus 
ivory, wild mink fur, and othernatural produce from what 
is now Eastern Canada and New England had drastically 
changed the marketing of such commodities in Europe. The 
custom was to bring it all into Bristol, England, and 
auction it there. 


Ido agree with B. Koval [*1] that ourperspective of 
past centuries is distorted by what we have on hand as 
artifacts, that we do not necessarily have a complete or 
balanced record of any century (not even this one), andby 
our assumptions/preconceptions. 


I would very like to see some serious consideration 
of Chiron in your pages!

Therefore it is diffi- 
cult to translate the time from Universal Time to Clock 
Time IF the time zone is not included. My suggestion--to 
give the time of the data in your magazine in the time 
used at that particular location, and include the time 
zone--as per the Data Exchange Committee format used by 
the American Federation of Astrologers. 


Asamember of that committee, and now the chairman 
of it, I am very much aware of the the necessity of 
"clean" data. So PLEASE give the source of your data! It 
really is of little value unless one can verify it. 


Keep up the good work, and thanks forputting out an 
interesting magazine.

OUR RESPONSE: 


Thank you, Mary Frances, for your kind and thought ful 
letter. You raise important points which need answering. 


The translation of Clock Time into Universal Time is, 
of course, a perennial problem not only for astrologers 
but also for members of many other professions. The accep- 
ted standard world-wide is to use Universal Time and, 
indeed, the majority of astrological and all astronomical 
ephemerides are published on this basis (Ephemeris Time is 
a refinement of U.T.) As the subscribers of Considerations 
live in many different countries, we have adopted this 
universal standard to ensure common understanding. 


If someone wishes to compute a birth or event chart, 
knowing the event's data in terms of U.T. makes it a far 
easier calculation thanif onehas tocommence from Local 
Time (or clock time) and then translate this into the 
Universal Time the ephemeris requires. This is so with 
Matrix, AGS, orany other computer software just as it is 
for old-fashioned hand calculation. 


Universal Time is equivalent to Zone 0. Therefore, if 
the UT time is entered as the response to a computer's 
request for Clock Time, and then carriage returns (or 
“enter") entered as the responses to any subsequent ques— 
tions concerning Zone, Summer Time, etc. (but do enter the 
correct geographical latitude and longitude of the event 
location), then any computer software, started from UT, 
should generate exactly the same chart as if Clock Time 
had initially been entered, followed laboriously by Time 
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Zone and eachof the necessary War Time or Summer Time, 
etc. corrections. 


Your question reminds us of the Placidian Houses 
horror story. As youdoubtless know, the almost universal 
usage of the Placidus house system by astrologers was 
never due to any real understanding of this system's 
ie ete f to others, but simply to the XIXth century 
pu lisher of Raphael's Ephemeris, who continued to print 

lacidus tables year after year. They became the only 
tables the astrology student ever saw. Let's be cautious 
that we do not allow software publishers to dictate ina 
similar way, if only by our default, just how we should 
manipulate the tools of ourcraft. 


Sources of data! Yes, you are absolutely right and we 
have been rather remiss on occasion in this important 
area. Unless stated otherwise, all mundane data (that's 
really everything included in Data Etc) comes from the 
different news agencies (UPI, Reuters, etc.), and as such 
may ormay not be accurate within who-knows-what degree of 
accuracy. In all cases we attempt to obtain a confirmation 
but often the confirming agency had their data from our 
original source! In our defence we can only say that the 
mundane data we publish is that which seems to be general- 
ly "accepted" for that particular event. 


No excuses where an individual's natal data is con- 
cerned, especially if this occurs within an article based 
upon that individual's natal horoscope. Aspiring writers 
be warmed. 


MAURICE POULIN writes: 


Unfortunately, Barbara Koval ["Venus Amok", Considerations 
Il 1: 47-49] missed the main point of my article "Hitler 
and Nazism in the Light of Stellar Astrology" published in 
Considerations, no. 4. Inever implied that Venus was the 
main point of my article. 


It is hard to understand why she overlooked some of 
the arguments I put forward for the constellational inter- 
pretation of Hitler's character--arguments that she simply 
reversed in favour of her preconceptions. 


For example, she wrote: "The constellational chart... 
does not explain his genuine economic accomplishments, his 
leadership ability, his patience and determination, nor 
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his faculty for engaging individuals devoted to his vision 
and, ultimately, an entire country." A page before this, 
she also stressed the importance of traits like charm, 
graciousness and artistic oraesthetic inclinations. 


As for Hitler's charming personality and his ability 

to steer followers, I should stress that the Moon (the 
eople) conjunct Jupiter in Sagittarius (the charismatic 

eader) certainly can signify the above. We don't need 
Venus to justify charm or charisma here--which surely 
cannot be said of planets tied together in straight and 
introverted Capricorn; the same goes for "economic accom- 
plishments". Promoters who enthuse people with their pro- 
jects are very often Sagittarian types, not Capricornian 


types. 


A Moon conjunct Jupiter, an anguler Mercury and ri- 
sing Uranus remain what they are regardless of the zodi- 
acal system employed. So arguing about these factors can- 
not prove the superiority of one system over another, If 
Koval intended to use these factors in defence of the 
tropical system, then I also want my piece of cake, 
please! 


But it was especially annoying to read that the 
constellational Zodiac could not explain Hitler's leader- 
ship ability, despite my having written that "instead of 
an indifferent Sun and fallen (more precisely: exiled) 
Mars in Taurus, we now have an exalted Sun and a dignified 
(more precisely: domiciled) Mars in Aries..." Need I 
stress that Germany, in mundane astrology, is ruled by 
Aries? And the leadership inherent in Aries is generally 
known. Similarly, using the constellational rulerships, we 
are able to understand why Hitler could be, at the same 
time, a rambunctious individual (Sun-Mars dignified in 
Aries) and a man able to climb to the heights of power 
(Jupiter, in a tight trine to the Sun-Mars combination, 
domiciled in his Mount Olympus, Sagittarius) thanks to 
tremendous popular support (Moon disposed of by Jupiter). 


Now I realize that my article was by no means per- 
fect. For instance, I should have emphasized the impor- 
tance of Mercury, lord of both personality (Virgo rising) 
and destiny (Gemini culminating), posited in Pisces, pre- 
cisely the place of exaltation of the "point" of artistic 
and aesthetic inclinations, Venus. Let us not forget that 
Hermes-Mercury is the inventor of the arts--above all the 
art of speaking, of course! We simply don't need Venus to 
delineate the Better sides of Hitler, especially when we 
consider that his artistic ambitions never could be ful- 
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filled bya career: fallen Mercury, exiled Venus. 


Of course, Venus is often too readily valued forher 
gifts, and is rarely judged for her intrinsic defects, 
such as are brought about here by the Mars-Saturn pres- 
sures. For example we can imagine a Venusian thief, who 
will rather hold a gun for a couple of minutes than work 
hard fora week to "earn" two or three hundred bucks. But 
such Venusians are invariably cowards, a thing which could 
not be said of Hitler however flawed his character (consi- 
der his Iron Cross, a rare award for non-commissioned 
ranks in World War I). 


Besides, I question Koval's remark that a Venusian 
affliction such as Hitler's is the signature of a non- 
loving person. I have found similar aspects in, for exam- 
ple, people who undertake charitable work in the field of 
health. In any case, to dwell only on the negative side of 
this matter, we must distinguish between a natural ageres— 
sor like Hitler, who used charmand seduction--dignified 
Mars dispositor of Venus-~and a lazy person who would use 
radical means and violence to satisfy his goals--e.g., 
dignified Venus disposing of Mars. 


I think most astrologers are aware that house loca- 
tions, especially on the angles, and aspects are far more 
reliable factors than any system of signs. But in my 
experience, the whole system of dignities is much more 
convincing in the constellations than in the tropical 


signs. 


To return to the case of Hitler, I don't understand 
how a dominant and dignified Venus in Taurus can explain 
the loss of so much territory under his power; while a 
rising Uranus in Virgo (space factor and earth constella- 
tion) opposing its fallen dispositor, Mercury in Pisces, 
and qincunx an exiled Aries Venus, certainly corresponds 
to the sudden ups and downs in land af fairs culminating in 
the final breakdown of the Reich (weak rulers of Ascendant 
and Midheaven). 


"Everything we desire should be ours. Everything we 
don't like should be eliminated." Doesn't that sound like 
Sun-Venus in Aries, rather than Taurus?

[EDITOR'S NOTE: Some readers have asked for a definition 
of stellar astrology. We must admit the termarises froma 
translator's decision and does not represent any particu 
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lar school of astrology. We have used it to characterize 
Mr. Poulin's method because, while the latter resembles 
constellational or sidereal astrology, the similarity is 
misleading; in stellar astrology G5 the constellations 
are taken as much as possible the way the Ancients defined 
them, and-not as equal 30-degree zones (their boundaries, 
for example, are actual stars and they overlap); (2) much 
attention is given to individual stars; (3) maps in right 
ascension are used systematically (thus in mundane work, 
major conjunctions in right ascension are deemed to be the 
correct universal time-givers).] 


CAMILLE PELLAND writes: 
HOW ODD THE YOD 


The term "yod" used to designate double quincunxes (two 
planets in sextile, both inconjunct a third) has always 
seemed odd to me. After all the pattern has no likeness 
whatsoever to the Hebrew letter yod, which is a mere tick. 
Marcia Moore sensibly called this the "Y" formation. 


For a long time I believed that authors only trans- 
formed the "Y" into "yod" as amarketing device, tomake 
their books appear kabbalistic and Heaven-sent. Recently, 
though, a Jewish friend pointed out tome what may be the 
solution of the puzzle. Such patterns are often called the 
Finger, or Hand, of God. It so happens that when the Torah 
is read in ceremonies, the reader uses a small decorative 
bronze wand surmounted by a pointing hand. These Torah 
pointers are called "yad", which is Hebrew for hand. 


Astrologers who wish to point monotheistic fingers at 
theirclients they should therefore say "yad" not "yod".

OF BIRTH CHARTS 
AND PRENATAL EPOCHS 


PART III

IN REG NT YEARS Lhave seen ten different birth times of 
Rona €agan in U.S. astrological journals. These were 
drawn up either with imperfect’ recti ication methods or by 
means of speculative chart delineations. No doubt any 
birth chart can theoretically be rectified with advanced 
astrological] methods based on sound astronomical know- 
ledge, provided the day of birthcan be authenticated and 
a sufficient number of important events in the life of the 
native are available. However, rectification has remained 
a matter of theory rather than a regular practice, as I 
have had occasion to notice over the years. The eminent 
astrologers A.P, Nelson Page and Wendel Polich were al- 
ready doing excellent work in the early 60s; but theirs 
was a rare effort, attended with unusual success. 


Needless to say, when there are two ormore possible 
birthtimes, authentication of birth map by means of horo- 
scope interpretation is a pure matter of chance. This is 
not only due to the highly overrated reliability of radix 
interpretation, but also to the fact that the character, 
personality and destiny of a person is to a great extent 
dependent on the conception horoscope, the Prenatal Epoch. 
Here the well authenticated times of Reagan's birth and 
conception speak for themselves. His birth chart (Figure 
A) contains very little that we would expect ina states- 
man. One exception is the favourable Moon-Jupiter opposi- 
tion which was touched twice when, in the first days of 
November at two successful elections, the transiting Sun 
was passing this Zodiacal axis. Also remarkable are the 
favourable aspects of planets to angles. In contrast to 
the radical configurations stand those of the Prenatal 
Epoch (Figure B). Here Sun and Moon are very close to the 
MC, one of the most favourable combinations for a chief of 
state. 
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As all the plausible rectification methods developed 
and tested over the years have been published in Predic- 
tion I and II, with further developments in the forth- 
coming Predictions III, I shall restrict myself to the 
most summary explanations [*1]. 


In general, we may say that the order of the rectifi- 
cation methods applied depends on the conditions we must 
face when analyzing a birthchart. 


1. One more or less trustworthy birth time is avail- 
able, preferably obtained fromhospital reocrds ora 
birth certificate. Here I recommend starting with 
the most secure method, i.e. primary directions in 
the Topocentric system (Prediction II, pp 5-31). 


2. Two or more unauthenticated birth times are invol- 
ved (as in the case of Ronald Reagan). 


2(a). Make a rectification attempt for each of the 
different times with primary directions. This way is 
advised for astrologers with good computer software 
at their command; or 


[*1] Space requirements make it impossible for me to give details 
about the astronomical structure of the Topocentric system, 
computation, etc. My intention is to give the reader an 
impression of how astrological systems, resting on a correct 
astronomical foundation, can work with great exactness pro- 
vided the symbolism of the planets is properly understood. 
Toreplace the unfortunately missing details, readers may 
consult my books referred to here as Prediction I, II and 
IIIrespectively. These are: 


Prediction Using Common and Prenatal Cycles. 


PredictionIl: Directionsandthe Artof Rectification.

The Dual Test. This contains an introduction to the 
astrology of fixed stars.

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2(b). Make a preliminary search for the possible MC 
with precessional lunar returns. This method can 
only be recommended for events where the place or 
residence for the operational date of the cycle is 
known. (All of these tests with cycles have to be 
regarded as approximations: this also applies for 
> iia or Desc-lunars.) Then proceed as under 
2(a). 


3. The birthtime is not known; only the day is cer- 
tain. Tasks like these should only be undertaken by 
astrologers who have a long experience with the 
aforementioned methods. Besides, radices of this 
kind need a considerable number of main events. In 
view of the fact that over the years journals and 
textbooks have been presenting almost nothing but 
"wrongifications", even for reliable birthtimes, 
serious astrologers should at first try rectifica- 
tions under betterconditions, as mentioned under 1, 
above--preferably on their own radix and on the birth 
maps of relatives and friends. 


4, Neither the year nor the day of birth is known 
(the case of Jesus). In view of what I have said 
above, attempts in this field deserve neither criti- 
cism nor explanation. 


In the case of President Reagan two main birth times 


exist: 2 o'clock in the morning and 2 o'clock in the 
afternoon, or 08:00and 20:00 UT. Starting fromthese, a 


rectification was attempted with primary directions. 


1. Several possible RAMCs at 2-degree intervals for— 
wards and backwards of the given times were analyzed. 
The search for the moment of birth was based on the 
observation that a great many important events in the 
lives of individuals are reflected by direct and 
converse house directions. For Reagan an approximate 
RAMC of 161.5° was chosen as possibly correct, corre- 
sponding toa birth time of 07:45 UT. 


2. The final rectification, with a computer program 
which performs a systematic scan of all direct and 
converse house and planetary directions, resulted in 
a RAMC of 161°32', which corresponds to a birth time 
of 07:44:06 UT (Figure A). This version of Reagan's 
radix is reproduced in Prediction II, pages 93-95. 


One of the best ways to support a rectification result 


is the Dual Test developed in 1983 and demonstrated in my

forthcoming book Prediction III. In the meantime, over 
fifty rectified radices have been tested with this method, 
the purpose of which is to get the true rectified concep- 
tion horoscope. A few rules have been observed to make 
the rectification of the conception horoscope easy and 
particularly sure. 


1. A rectified birth chart is indispensable. 


2. The general rule has to be observed: namely, the 
Moon is either waxing in both the birth and epoch 
maps, or else waning in both maps. (Exceptions to 
this rule occur only when the birth is premature, 
artificially induced, or performed surgically: thus 
Queen Elizabeth, born by caesarian section, has a 
oni Moon in her radix but a waning one at concep- 
tion). 


3. In most cases the Zodiacal longitude of the radi- 
cal Ascendant or Descendant is almost identical with 
the longitude of the conception Moon. This is an 
immense help, as the rectification of the conception 
horoscope is far easier than the rectification of the 
birth chart itself. 


3(a). The almost perfect congruency of radical As- 

cendant-Descendant and conception Moon is obviously 

related to the critical location of the radical As- 

cendant which, despite an exact RAMC rectification, 

parang also on the exactness of the birthplace coor- 
inates. 


4, The starting pont for the conception should be 
what we may call the Middle Epoch Day. This date 
corresponds to a radical Moon position nine months 
before birth. 


5. The general rule which, with amendments, has been 
adopted from ancient astrologers, and which states 
that the duration of pregnancy is shorter if the Moon 
in the birth chart is above the horizon and longer if 
the Moon in the birth chart is below the horizon has 
not been found reliable. Although this rule does 
produce results that are statistically significant, 
its frequency of being correct falls too short for it 
to be considered as a general rule. 


6. The rule that the Ascendant or Descendant of the 
conception horoscope should correspond to the radical 
Moon is not valid. Moreover, it is illogical to

THE MAIN PRINCIPLES OF THE DUAL-TEST 


The following combinations, involving both the birth 
chart and the prenatal Epoch, are valid. Primary direc- 
tions give improved results if they are used in the fol- 
lowing way: 


1. Factors of the birth chart are directed to (a) 
other factors of the birth chart, and (b) radical 
positions of the conception horoscope. 


2. Factors of the conception horoscope are directed 
to (a) other radical positions in the conception 
horoscope, and (b) factors of the birth chart. 


The same principles must also be applied with second- 
ary directions.

Needless to say, the utmost care must be taken with 
respect to the orb of directions and to the true symbolism 
of the planets involved. 


We have to realize that the Dual-Test produces four 
times as many directions as the traditional method when 
only the birth chart is used. On the other hand special 
care must be taken with directions of the category 1(a) 
and 2(a). They have been found to be more effective than 
others andare most characteristic for main events of any 
kind. 


As an example, here is first a comprehensive demon- 
stration of a single major event in Ronald Reagan's life:

AT THIS ANNIVERSARY of nuclear explosions and Vietnam 
defeat, the events listed in Data, Etcetera seem sadly 
appropriate: fire bombings, sporting riots, air disasters, 
executive surgery.

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A TECHNICAL NOTE 


CONSIDERATIONS follows standard astrological and 
astronomical conventions as much as possible. De- 
grees of the Zodiac (ecliptic) are indicated either 
by the and ' symbols meaning degrees and minutes 
(and occasionally by " meaning seconds) or else by a 
sign symbol inserted between the degree and minutes 
pagts. Thus 265°16' of Longitude is the same as 
25°16' of Sagittarius or 259716. 


Time is stated in hours and minutes (and sometimes 
seconds) separated by colons. Thus 2:07:48 means 2 
hours, 7 minutes and 48 seconds. Civil time is 
usually stated as UT (Universal Time) or ET (Ephem- 
eris Time) since this saves the reader from uncert- 
ainty about precisely what clock rules are being 
followed. UT may be converted to Eastern Standard 
Time (EST) by subtracting five hours. ET is approxi- 
mately equivalent to UT. A good explanation of the 
difference between UT and ET is found in the appen- 
dix "How to Cast a Natal Horoscope" by Robert Hand 
and Joshua Brackett, in The American Ephemeris 
1931 to 1980. 


Hours are given in the 24-hour dial to avoid errors 
with "a.m." and "p.m."; 17:00, not 5:00 p.m. 


Decimal points always separate whole numbers from 
decimal parts. Colons are used to separate whole 
numbers from sixtieths. Thus 2:07.8 means 2 hours, 7 
minutes and eight-tenths of a minute, which is 
equivalent to 2:07:48. 


When the decimal point is used together with degree, 
arc minute and arc second symbols, the decimal point 
follows the symbol of the last whole unit. Thus 
23,41 degrees can be written 23°.41 or 23°24'.6 or 
23024136". 


Local sidereal time (ST) is expressed in hours. The 
right ascension of the local meridian (RAMC) is 
expressed in angular measure. The former is equal to 
the latter divided by 15. ST 7:51 is the same as 
RAMC 117°45'. 


Zodiacal positions may be assumed to be tropical 
unless it is stated otherwise. Sidereal horoscopes 


usually require that an ayanamsha be specified. 
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
